CITY COUNCIL 


At the meeting of the City Dads 
last Tuesday evening the long-dis- 


cussed underpass beneath El Ca- 
mino Real at Oak Grove avenue, 


near the Central School, was taken 


| up. 


D. R. Crawford, who represented 
the Menlo Park Liong Club, and C. 
A. Mundt, asked the council to ap- 
point a fact-finding committee to 
look into the possibilities of build- 
ing the underpass. 


Mr. Crawford said that no citizen’ 


to whom he had spoken was against 
the subway, and said he was in- 
formed that the army was in favor 
of its construction. 

He said that his investigations 
in Palo Alto and other cities, had re 
vealed complete satisfaction with 
underpasses already built. He said 
that, with civilian defense work and 
the increased highway traffic, the 
Menlo Park Police staff was over- 
worked and found it difficult to 
spare a man all the time for the 
Central School crossing. 

The mayor asked Chief of Police 
Kearney abouf the feasibility of 
automatic signals. The chief main- 
tained that signals were not at all 
satisfactory, particularly with child- 
ren, who cannot be expected strictly 
to obey, them. He was for the under 
pass. 

Mr. Mundt presented rough esti- 
mates of materials and cost at 
about $15,000. 

A communication was read from 
the Parent eTacher Association 
supporting the plan. 

The council voted to appoint Mr. 
Mundt and Oscar H. Olson, super- 
intendent of district schools, as a 
committee to investigat,e methods 
of obtaining the underpass. It will 
report prior to July 14.

Varnish Urged For 


Car Licenses-Strips

This bit of advice came to Wil- 


low Glen motor vehicle owners 


today in a bulletin received by 
The Recorder from James M. Car- 
ter, Director 
of Motor Vehicles. 

Director Carter’s bulletin urges 
the application of one or two good 
coats of clear spar varnish as the 
best protection against the ele- 


plied to the cover strip plates as 
well as the regulation 
which the “strips” are attached 
inasmuch as the motorists may 
be required next year to display 
the 1942 cover strip plates as well 
as some suitable symbol of 1943 
registration. 

The bulletin said: 

“The War Production Board has 
limited this Department to 10 per 
cent of the steel used for plates 
this year to fill next year’s re- 
quirements. This means that full 
sized plates for 1943 are out of 
the question. 

“A statewide survey conducted 
by the Highway Patrol shows at 
least 90 per cent of the 1941 li- 
eense plates now being displayed 
are still in first class condition. 
Jn the interests of economy and 
to save precious steel needed for 
our war effort, it is recommended 
that one or two coats of clear 
spar varnish be applied to both 
sides of the plates as well as the 
cover strips. Please help us save 
the steel need to fight our ene- 
mies! 

Apportionments of motor ve- 
hicle license and registration fees 
to Santa Clara County for 1942 
will be materially lower than last 
year, according to a dispatch re- 
ceived from the Department of 
Motor Vehicles.

ing primary election in August an 
individual 

MUST BE a citizen of the United 
States for at least 90 days. 

MUST BE over 21 years old. 

MUST BE a resident or California 
prior to August 24, 1941. 

MUST BE a resident of the county 
in which he or she lives for 90 days 
prior to August 24, 1942. 

MUST BE a resident of the pre- 
cinet in which he or she lives for 40 
days prior to August 24, 1942. 

It will be necessary for an indi- 
vidual to register 

IF you have never registered be- 
fore. 

IF you did not vote at either the 


h| last state primary eelction of the 


general election of 1940. 

IF you have moved since you last 
registered. 

IF you have changed your name 
either through marriage or court 
decree since you last, registered. 

If a person registers to vote be- 
tween now and July 16, but moves 
to another address within the same 
county before July 16, he or she 
must register before July 16, before 
being allowed to vote. If a person 
registers between now and July 16 
and moves to another address with- 
in the same county after July 16, he 
or she must go back and vote in the 
precinct from which he or she has 
moved. 

Registration of voters is under the 
supervision of the county clerk.

Given Push by War. 


The war has given the new in- 
dustry an enormous push, both by 
increasing the demand for concen- 
trated vitamin A and by shutting off 
the source. When the Nazis over- 
ran Norway, it became necessary to 
find a substitute for the 70,000,000 
pounds of cod-liver oil annualy ex- 
ported to the United States by that 
country. 

Although butter, milk and eggs are 
normal sources of vitamin A, it is 
needed in concentrated form for 
treatment of eye weaknesses such as 
night blindness and xerophthalmia. 
Capsules are given to airplane pilots 
and other fighting men to whom 
clear vision is as necessary as bul- 
lets in their guns. 

In addition to the Soupfin, which 
is by far the richest source of vita- 
min A, the Gray shark or dog- 
fish, which is more plentiful off the 
coasts of Oregon and Washington, 
is providing northern halibut fisher- 
men with sizable returns. The price 
of dogfish livers has tripled to about 
$1 per pound and some sales as high 
as $3,50 per pound have been re- 
ported.

on Telephone Installations é

stricts the use by telephone companies of materials | 
essential to the war effort. It restricts the building of i 
cab'> or wire lines for the installation of new tele- :

welfare and safety. It requires much wider use of 
party-line service.

These materials 
are urgently needed for the Nation’s planes, tanks, 
guns, ships, munitions.

To install one extension telephone may require no 
more than 30 or 40 feet of copper wire, but to install 
thousands of them takes enough copper to wire a fleet . 
of bombers.
